Stop Hallowe'en 
Property Damage 

Police, Realtors and 
Burgess Ask Children 
To Cooperate 

Pupils of all parochial and public 
schools in Haverford Township, Nar- 
berth Borough and Lower Merlon 
Township are being asked to coop- 
erate with police, realtors, residents 
and merchants in preventing prop- 
erty damage when Hallowe'en is 
celebrated this year. 

In Haverford the appeal was made 
by Superintendent of Police Sam- 
uel Slegle; in Narberth by Burgell 
Richard Miller and to Lower Merlon 
by Q. Porde Hansen, president of 
the Main Line Board of Realtors. 

•'Police as usual," declared Super- 
intendent S.egle, "plan for a rigid 
enforcement of all laws which pro- 
hibits property damage and unjus- 
tified disturbances. Children, to 
whom this holiday celebration means 
a great deal, can help us and have 
a better time themselves by refrain- 
ing from destructive pranks." 

Burgess Miller expressed the ap- 
preciation of Borough officials for 
cooperation in previous years and 
said that it was more important this 
year that their Hallowe'en celebra- 
lons be kept within legal bounds. 

Declared Hansell in a letter to 
George H. Golbert, principal of the 
Lower Merlon Senior High School: 

"Bach year at Hallowe'en proper- 
ty owners and real estate brokers of 
the Main Line suffer a heavy and 
unnecessary loss, loss through the 
defacing of property and the de- 
struction of signs. 

"We earnestly ask the wholeheart- 
ed cooperation of your student body 
in making this a year when private 
property will be under their special 
protection." 

"This request is being made to all 
public, private and parochial schools 
along the Main Line."

Scrap Drive 

The advisory committee on sal- 
vage of the State Council of De- 
fense, through its chairman, War- 
ren R. Roberts, and Its executive 
secretary, isSupS tftejtoflow^ig jafSr. 
v *' sage'iJo the l>uSii$e!i8 and 'editors 
of Pennsylvania's newspapers: 
"Through the efforts of the 
newspapers of this State, in 
what was known as the News- 
papers' Metal Scrap Drive, ap- 
proximately a half million tons 
of scrap metals were collected 
within the last three weeks to 
keep the steel mills of this State 
operating at full capacity 
throughout the winter months 
on the manufacture of war ma- 
terials. 

"We were most happy to have 
this assistance from the press 
and our Salvage Committees 
everywhere gave the newspapers 
every possible help. It was 
through this fine cooperation 
that Pennsylvania, as the cam- 
paign closed on Saturday night, 
went into first position among 
the states of the nation with a 
per capita collection of 96.6 
pounds. We believe that this 
figure will be increased as final 
collection figures will be esti- 
mated. 

"To the publishers and editors, 

we want to say: Thank you for 

• what you have done. You have 

lightened our burden, and made 

Pennsylvania scrap-conscious. 

"But our job is for the dura- 
tion of the war. We must con- 
tinue to collect scrap metals, 
rubber, rags, tin cans and house- 
hold fats until we have achieved 
Victory over the Axis. 

"We ask your continued co- 
operation and support until our 
Job is done. We know that you 
Will not fail us." 



Defense Rules for 
Xmas Lighting 

Permissible But Must 
Conform to Blackoui 
Requirements 

Christmas lighting of stores, 
homes and streets will be permis- 
sible but all Installations must con- 
form to blackout regulations, ac- 
cording to a bulletin released by the 
State Council of Defense this week. 

A. C. Martz, the Council's execu- 
tive director said, "If present con- 
ditions continue to prevail, outdoor 
decorative Christmas lighting will 
be permissible, provided lights can 
be extinguished at all times imme- 
diately upon notice." 

He said there were no restrictions 
on the size of lamps, the color of 
the lamp and the grouping of Il- 
luminated decorations. 

The bulletin quoted three black- 
out regulations which applied to 
Christmas lighting: 

1. Christmas lighting on stores 
and store fronts shall, be connected 
into the blackout switch which is 
operated from an accessible position 
pt the front of the store. 

2. At least two responsible per- 
sons shall be delegated with the re- 
sponsibility for operating each 
blackout switch in order to guaran- 
tee prompt extinguishment of the 
lights in any emergency. 

3. Decorative lighting of homes, 
both Inside and outside, will be per- 
missible provided some responsible

premises who' can and will turn Off 
an lighting in an emergency. 

Insurance Checks 
For Municipalities 

Three municipalities in this sub- 
urban area will receive checks from 
the Fire Insurance Tax Fund of the 
State. The checks are paid to the 
townships and boroughs but are 
turned over to the relief associations 
of the fire companies. 

Haverford Township will receive 
$743.38; Narberth Borough $68252 
and Lower Merion Township $4,- 
500.67. 

More than 1450 municipalities 
through the Commonwealth will re- 
ceive similar checks. The current 
payment is the largest in the history 
of the Fire Insurance Tax Fund.

Overseas Xmas Kits Ready To Mail; 
Contributions Now Total $1 889.60 

List Committee To Publish Names Of Soldiers 
Next Week; Each Box To Contain At Least 
Ten Items 

The work of wrapping, packing and mailing the Christmas Boxes for 
the men from Narberth who are in the Armed Forces is now-lftiderway at 
a lively rate and it is expected those kits which are to go overseas will 
• leave next week. 

If It Is permitted by the regula- 
tions, OUR TOWN will print next 
week, without revealing their pre- 
cise whereabouts, the list of local 
men who are in other parts of the 
world in the Country's service, and 
the summary Is apt to be impressive 
to those who were not previously 
aware of the contribution which the 
Borough has made to the Expedi- 
tionary Forces. 

All week long the merchandise has 
been flowing In, with Treasurer Carl 
B. Metzger, Jr., paying cash on the 
barrel-head on its arrival, the con- 
tributions which enable him to do so 
having amounted to the handsome 
sum of $1889. 60, with probably more 
to come. 

Each box will contain at least ten 
items, not one of which was selected 
from the customary stocks nor In the 
customary places, such garden vari- 
ety articles not being regarded as up 
to the mark for the Narberth War- 
riors, as will or will not be glimpsed 
from this not to informative out- 
line: 

The main article is so wide and 
iot qu.te so long, its dissimilitude 
from the second article being negli- 
gible with respect to the fact that 
neither of them is made of gutta 
percha nor has either a saw-tooth 
roof. 

On the other hand, the third ar- 
ticle is more longittudinal than oth- 
erwise, depending on who describes 
t and how little they know, differing 
from the fourth item on the score 
that the fifth gift has a bottom as 
well as a top. 

The other five gifts also have qual- 
ities all their own, but perhaps it 
would be more to the point if they 
were set forth in catalog form and 
■ m the manner in which they were 
purchased, as follows:

The Committee is further han- 
dicapped in seeming a complete 
mailing list by the fact that in 
numerous cases the Service Men's 
families cannot be reached by 
telephone. . .and there is not suf- 
ficient time to make personal vis- 
its. 

The Committee wants to do a 
thorough job — no man on the 
Service rolls from Narberth 
should be omitted — those who 
can do so are asked to accord the 
cooperation which is needed, 
please,

informed at once If there is any 
change of address from that pre- 
viously advised — many men are 
on the move, but there is a way of 
keeping at their heels, and new 
locations should be reported im- 
mediately.

The 120 Narberth public School 
children, organized Into a Junior 
Army, have collected 96,597 pounds 
of scrap.

•'Police as usual." declared Super- 
intendent S.egle, "plan for a rigid 
enforcement of all laws which pro- 
hibits property damage and unjus- 
tified disturbances. Children, to 
whom this holiday celebration means 
a great deal, can help us and have 
a better time themselves by refrain- 
ing from destructive pranks." 

Burgess Miller expressed the ap- 
preciation of Borough officials for 
cooperation in previous years and 
said that it was more important this 
year that their Hallowe'en celebra- 
tons be kept within legal bounds. 

Declared Hansell in a letter to 
George H. Golbert, principal of the 
Lower Merion Senior High School : 

"Each year at Hallowe'en proper- 
ty owners and real estate brokers of 
the Main Line suffer a heavy and 
unnecessary loss, loss through the 
defacing of property and the de- 
struction of signs.

Pennsylvania — 
First in the Nation's 
Scrap Drive 

The advisory committee on sal- 
vage of the State Council of De- 
fense, through its chairman, War- 
ren R, Roberts, and its executive 
secretary^ Issues the following mes- 
sage 'to the "pubiisneirs andedifws 
of Pennsylvania's newspapers: 
"Through the efforts of the 
newspapers of this State, in 
what was known as the News- 
papers' Metal Scrap Drive, ap- 
proximately a half million tons 
of scrap metals were collected 
within the last three weeks to 
keep the steel mills of this State 
operating at full capacity 
throughout the winter months 
on tbe manufacture of war ma- 
terials. 

"We were most happy to have 
this assistance from the press 
and our Salvage Committees 
everywhere gave the newspapers 
every possible help. It was 
through this fine cooperation 
that Pennsylvania, as the cam- 
paign closed on Saturday night, 
went into first position among 
the states of the nation with a 
per capita collection of 96.6 
pounds. We believe that this 
figure will be increased as final 
collection figures will be esti- 
mated. . 

"To the publishers and editors, 

we want to say: Thank you for 

> what you have done. You have 

lightened our burden, and made 

Pennsylvania scrap-conscious. 

"But our Job is for the dura- 
tion of the war. We must con- 
tinue to collect scrap metals, 
rubber, rags, tin cans and house- 
hold fats until we have achieved 
Victory over the Axis. 

"We ask your continued co- 
operation and support until our 
job is done. We know that you 
will not fail us." 



Defense Rules for 
Xmas Lighting 

Permissible But Must 
Conform to Blackout 
Requirements 

Christmas lighting or stores, 
homes and streets will be permis- 
sible but all Installations must con- 
form to blackout regulations, ac- 
cording to a bulletin released by the 
State Council of Defense this week. 

A. C. Martz, the Council's execu- 
tive director said, "If present con- 
ditions continue to prevail, outdoor 
decorative Christmas lighting will 
be permissible, provided lights can 
be extinguished at all times imme- 
diately upon notice." 

He said there were no restrictions 
on the size of lamps, the color of 
the lamp and the grouping of il- 
luminated decorations. 

The bulletin quoted three black- 
out regulations which applied to 
Christmas lighting: 

1. Christmas lighting on stores 
and store fronts shall, be connected 
into the blackout switch which is 
operated from an accessible position 
at the front of the store. 

2. At least two responsible per- 
sons shall be delegated with the re- 
sponsibility for operating each 
blackout switch in order to guaran^ 
tee prompt extinguishment of the 
lights in any emergency. 

3. Decorative lighting of homes, 
both inside and outside, will be per- 
missible provided some responsible 
person at tHs ii6\is£h8JS" Is bii Che! 
'premises "who" can and Mil 'turn' 'off 
all lighting In an emergency. 

Insurance Checks 
For Municipalities 

Three municipalities in this sub- 
urban area will receive checks from 
ihe Fire Insurance Tax Fund of the 
State. The checks are paid to the 
townships and boroughs but are 
turned over to the relief associations 
of the fire companies. 

Haverford Township will receive 
$743.38; Narberth Borough $68222 
and Lower Merion Township $4,- 
500.67. 

More than 1450 municipalities 
through the Commonwealth will re- 
ceive similar checks. The current 
payment is the largest in the history 
of the Fire Insurance Tax Fund.

OUR TOWN will print next 
week, without revealing their pre- 
cise whereabouts, the list of local 
men who are in other parts of the 
world in the Country's service, and 
the summary is apt to be impressive 
to those who were not previously 
aware of the contribution which the 
Borough has made to the Expedi- 
tionary Forces. 

All week long the merchandise has 
been flowing in, with Treasurer Carl 
B. Metzger, Jr., paying cash on the 
barrel-head on its arrival, the con- 
tributions which enable him to do so 
having amounted to the handsome 
sum of $1889. 60, with probably more 
to come. 

Each box will contain at least ten 
Items, not one of which was selected 
from the customary stocks nor in the 
customary places, such garden vari- 
ety articles not being regarded as up 
to the mark for the Narberth War- 
riors, as will or will not be glimpsed 
from this not to informative out- 
line: 

The main article is so wide and 
lot qu.te so long, its dissimilitude 
trom the second article being negli- 
gible with respect to the fact that 
neither of them is made of gutta 
percha nor has either a saw-tooth 
roof. 

On the other hand, the third ar- 
ticle is more longittudinal than oth- 
erwise, depending on who describe* 
t and how little they know, differing 
Trom the iourth item on the score 
that the fifth gift has a bottom as 
well as a top.

An additional 200 tons lias been 
collected by other organizations in 
the Township, Chairman Ralph E. 
Springer of the Salvage Committee 
reported Tuesday to the Lower 
Merion Council of Defense, and in 
estimated 100 tons more is still 
available in the district. 

Of the more than 300 tons' already 
moved to the yards between S?p- 
tcmber 1 and October 17. 282.465 
tons cnn.M.it of metal .scrap and 18.55 
tons oi rubber and rags. 

Lower Merion school children are 
now beginning to add their efforts 
to this continued drive. Over the 
week-end t hey distributed pamph- 
lets on the proper preparation ol 
tin cans, and are now petting their 
sources worked up through families 
and neighbors for the collections as 
a project in elementary and Junior 
High Schools. 

It is interesting to note that the 
effort of Lower Morion's citizens 
will prove a financial aid to the 
Township and its defense organiza- 
tion as well as a material aid to in- 
dustry as a whole.
